OBATSON IK JAIL. 


Thomas Grayson, a young man past 25 


yeara of age, who has given the Decatnr 
police and other officers of the law more 
or less trouble, was put behind the bars 
in the county jail to-day noon by Marshal 
Mason on a charge of robbery. His pros- 
pects for a term in Joliet are bright. 
Grayson is the chap who first came to 
notice in Decatur when a telegram came 
from Nokomis, in Christian county, to 
have him arrested for burglary. 
The 


constable came after him and took him 
to Nokomis, but he got off without pun- 
ishment. Again he came to Decatur and 
soon he was wanted once more, tbie time 
for enticing away a young girl at Puna. 
He was jailed, and the Pana marshal, 
Samuel Eoseberry, took the prisoner back 
to face the music, but again did he escape 
the punishment he so richly deserved. 
These little experiences convinced Mar- 
shal Mason and the city police generally 
that Tom Grayson was a slick customer 
and quite naturally he was under police 
surveillance whenever he came to this 
city. 
While bere last August h.i made 


the rounds of the saloons wiih a man 
named Edward Campbell, who had Le?n 
to Texas, and perhaps thought he was 
capable cf taking care of himself. 
But 


Grayson did him up by nipping his $45 
gold watch and leaving for purts un 
known. Campbell complained to Mason 
to whom was given a description of the 
stolen time piece. 
The owner of the 


watch thought he would never see the 
timer again, and he went oft to Monti- 
cello. The marshal did his work quietly 
and one day when George F. Kessler was 
alive, he stepped into the Prairie street 
cheap store, where he found that the 
watch had been pawned for $8 by a partj 
answering Grayson'sdescription. Camp 
bell was brought over from Monticello t( 
identify the watch, which he did at sight 
and then swore out a state warrant in 
Justice Hammer's court for the arrest o 
Grayson. 
The marshal wrote a nnn.be 


of letters, and soon learned that Grayson 
was a prisoner in the Montgomery count} 
jail, at Killsboro, where he had been con 
vlcteJ on a charge of petit larceny auc 
had been sent down for 20 days.

Tom Russell, the 
pedestrian, an 


amateur detective who figured to som 
degree in the Zura Burns case som 
years ago, has made a revelation to Mar- 
shal Mason which is of special interest to 
at least two families residing near Macon. 
Aa has been heretofore stated, Kussell is 
in the county jail at Monticello, together 
with a party named Latham, both impli- 
cated in a series of robberies committed 
at Bement, Mansfield and other points. 
They were arrested by Detective Ballaru, 
of tho Wabash, and to him Russell re- 
vealed the hiding places of various arti- 
cles of value stolen by various thieves 
and secreted in Pialt, Logan, Champaign 
and Macon counties. 
One day Marshal 


Mason received a letter from Russell 
asking him to come over to Monticello 
and he would make some statements of 
interest. 
The marshal visited Russell 


last Friday, and the revelation made im- 
plicated Latham as one of the parties 
who had burglarized the homes of Mr. 
Frederick and William Martin, near Ma- 
con, during the progress of the district 
fair at Macon last fall. Frederick lost a 
suit of clothes and an overcoat. 
The 


clothes were found on the body of Lath- 
am, and Mason brought them to Decatnr 
with him. Mr. Martin had a silk dress, a 
gold watch and chain, a pair of cuff but- 
tons, earrings, and other jewelry stolen 
from his house. 
Russell told Mason 


where the silk dress was hidden beneath 
a corn-crib near the place of the robbery.

the operation. To prevent confusion, 
an edict had been issued forbidding 
any one, on pain of death, to speak, 
or'cvcn make any noise. The signals 
to work and rest were to be given by 
the sound of trumpets. 


The silence of death reigned over 


the vast concourse as the first signal 
sounded, and the machines began to 
work, and the levers to creak and bend 
under the great pressure. The obelisk 
rose steadily, surely. At first easily;

A Bit of Skull for a Pocket Piece.

street: Yes, I carry a piece of my 
skull in my pockelbook. It is not 
with the idea that it w ill piss for cur- 
rency of the realm, but rather to re- 
mind me how near a man may get to 
o-rini old death and yet make his es- 
cape. How do I happen to have it? 
Well, a little over two years ago I was 
a sailor on the schooner A. C King, 
and one clay while in dock at the foot 
of Market street the mate and myself 
were making fast the sheet ropes, 
when a heavy truss fell from the fore- 
yards and caught me squarely on the 
head. I didn't see the truss fall, nor 
can I swear that it hit me, but that is 
what I was told when I recovered con- 
sciousness some weeks later.

Electricity in Dentistry. 


In the past decade dentistry, along 


with other arts and sciences, has 
made wonderful advances. Ten years 
ago such a thing as extracting or fill- 
ing teeth by an electrical process was 
unknown, but now it is quite general- 
ly used. This method is considered 
infinitely superior in every way to 
that of using anaesthetics. The latter 
has in many cases proved fatal to the 
patient and from that fact are not re- 
garded in a pleasant light Whereas, 
electricity is perfectly harmless and 
can be used with safety even upon a 
child. In what is termed bridge work 
we have also made progressive strides, 
and a set of teeth can now be fitted to 
the mouth without the necessity of a 
plate being fitted or joined to the roof. 
The wonderful art of inserting an ar- 
tificial porcelain crown to the teeth 
can he also regarded as a great idea, 
from the fact of its giving to the tooth 
a perfectly natural appearance.—Den- 
tist in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

In I'-ri' the present

building known as the lion bouse was 
completed, and the linns and tigers 
were transferred to it.

The general 
temperature of the building can be 
maintained at a height suited to the 
requirements of the animals, while 
the warmth can bi> increased, if neces- 
sary, in their sleeping compartments. 


There is an admirable arrangement 


by •tthich the wild beasts can be let 
out into the large open framed cages 
on the north side of the building. 
Through the passage behind the dens 
there runs a raised tramway, along 
which an iron case or box, with doors 
at each end of it, can travel so as to 
form a tunnel over the passage, to en- 
able any animal to pass from its ordi- 
nary den into tlie open compartment 
outside. 
This 
tunnel case can be 


moved along the tramway from den 
to deu as occasion requires. 


The chief diiliciilty lies in giving a 


liou or tiger his first lesson in the use 
of the tunnel. At first he fears a trap 
or some unknown danger; but when 
ho has at last quietly stolen out into 
the open air, which seems to provide 
a chance of escape, though he may

LUNCHES FOR SALESWOMEN. 


How Son), of the Lar~e Stores Provide 


for Their Employes, 


With no one is the lunch question 


so important as with the proprietors of 
the large dry goods stores. The army 
of clerfis must eat, they must eat regu- 
larly, and they ought to eat well, in 
order to be able to stand their fatigu- 
ing work. At the same ti^e business 
must be attended to, for the customers 
come at all hours, lunch or no lunch. 
It would be impossible to allow the 
clerks to go out of the stores for their 
lunches, because they would lose too 
much time; they have to be at their 
posts like the soldier. There is a strict 
discipline in all large dry good stores 
and a certain daily routine, and these 
are kept up rigidly, and the one who 
offends would in vain ask for mercy. 


Nothing makes a woman more hun- 


o-ry than speaking constantly for a 
Feno-th of time, aud if tothis is added the 
fatmie of standing for several hours, 
it is"not to be wondered that the dry 
goods clerks greet that hour of lunch 
with rapture. 
It is the only time dur- 


ino- the whole day when they are al- 
lowed to put aside their business mask, 
and take off the harness of their daily 
toil. Then they are not forewomen, 
or salesmen or cash girls; they are or- 
dinarv human beings who have a 
rio-lit'to laugh and talk, to eat and 
drink without pleasing any one but 
themselves. 


The lunch hour is the only time 


din-in" the working day they may rest 
their weary limbs without neglecting 
their duties. The ordinary lunch time 
is between 12 and 2 o'clock, but all 
<nrls cannot leave their post.-, at once. 
Thev usuallv go one or two at a time, 
for "it would hardly do to spare more 
than that number from the same 
counter. The forewoman who is re- 
sponsible for the order and discipline 
in her department sends them accord- 
ing to how they can be spared 


Slany of the large dry goods stores 


have a room oil the warerooms where 
the clerks can take their lunches, and 
all bv themselves, away from the busi- 
ness" A good many of the girls bring 
their lunches from home; of course, 
thev are cold and consist of sand- 
wiches, cakes, fruit, etc. If they do- 
sire something warm they make a cup 
of tea or eoifee, which is easijy and 
quickly done on the gas jets. Lstially 
tlie friends club together lor a little 
tri or coll'ec party, and sometimes di- 
vide their lunches to procure .some va- 
riety, 
i 
If they have money to spare and 


feel like eatiiiiT some dessert they send 
one of the errand boys to a neighbor- 
in"' baker store for cake;, or sweets. 
Huine girls also send for a restaurant 
iuneiraiul divide one portion in two 


1 parts. They can thus get a good lunch 
i for two for twenty-iive or thirty cents. 


I But in dry goods stores where the pro- 


prietor feels responsible for his em- 
ployes' welfare he provides a hot lunch 
for "all those of his clerks who desire it. 


It mostly consists of soup, tea, cof- 


fee, three or four different kinds ol 
meat vegetables, and bread and but- 
ter 
The" clerks are waited on proper- 


ly and order what their palates desire 
and their purses can stand. They are 
good lunches, well cooked, substantial i 
and very cheap. One or two of these 
stores are said to serve lunches as 
good as regular dinners. Ten to fif- 
teen cents pays for a lunch for which 
the customer of a high priced restau- 
rant would pay from forty to fifty 
cents. The proprietor makes nothing 
out of it; it is done solely to accom- 
modate the clerks. 


It would be very good if all owners 


of large dry goods stores would do the 
same fur 'their employes, for it is 
weary and fatiguing work to stand 
work and talk in a store from 8 o clock 
in the morning until G in the evening. 
—New York News

The Nicaragua canal will be 170 


miles long from ocean to ocean. There 
will be 16 miles of excavation on the 
east side, Hi miles on the we.st. J 
miles for six locks, making a total of 
28 miles. Free navigation will be had 
in the San Juan river for 64i miles, 
and iu lake Nicaragua for 56i miles. 
There will be no space for vessels to 
pass each other in opposite directions 
in all parts except in the rock cuttings. 
The time of the passage is estimated at 
28 hours.
